of Dituta—Historic Mount Oar- 


-niel and Damascus. 


Bu route from Constantinople to 


the Holy Land we passed through 
»iariy places of historic interest, such 
as Tarsus, the birthplace of Paul; 
Palmos, •nheie the Apostle John was 
in exile; Antioch, the cradle of Chris- 
tianity, and others, but the most im- 
poitant of the 
intermediate points 


are Smyrna and Ephesus. The form- 
er is a city of 250,000 people and, 
like all the rest of the eastern cities 
•we have seen, 
is 
very 
pretty and 


eharming from the ship, a color ef- 
fect of dazzling white, with a dash 
of zed, and spiead out in the sun 
and on the 
hills 
like linen fresh 


"washed to dry. Smyrna is the ship- 
ping port of the extensive ing in- 
dustry of Asia Minor. Five thousand 
persons in the city are engaged in 
weaving these much sought after ar- 
ticles of commerce and 
more than 


20,000 are so employed in the im- 
mediate vicinity. The wages they re- 
ceive are from only 8 to 20 cents a 
day, 
though many of them are expert 


artists in their line. 
Most of the 


woik is done in the private home, the 
entire family, down to the wee tod- 
dlers, taking a hand at the old fash- 
ioned loom. 


Here we come in contact with the 


camel caravans of the Orient. Not a 
day passes that numbers of these an-' 
eient tiains of the desert do not come 
into Smyrna from the interior, load- 
ed with rugs. 
All the leading cities 


liave buyers to bargain with the in- 
terior jobbers for their goods, Ameri- 
ca importing more than any other 
eotmtnr. 
Smyrna is also the head- 


quarters of the wool trade of Turkey j 
and is the greatest fig market in the! 
world. I did not buy a rug for two 
able-bodied reasons, but I did bar- 
gain for a box of delightful figs and j 
lor a pound of that succulent stuff I 
Snown as "Turkish Delight."

I will not speak of the bazaars of 


Smyrna; they are similar to those of 
Constantinople, on a smaller scale, i 
but minus the dogs and plus the cam- 
els; narrow, crooked, covered lanes 
of shops, a gorgeous display of col- 
ors and curious things, a pande- 
monium of 
jabbering 
Greeks and 


Tuiks and 
coughing camels, but 


cleaner and less odorous than its 
step-parent on the Bosporus. Let the 
ladies spend the day here; they will

Smyrna interested me as much as the 
old ruined town of Ephesus, forty- 
eight miles in the interior. English 
capital has built a railroad connect- 
ing the two places and having bought 
a ticket, I was gratified to find that 
it was in a language that I could 
read. 
I stood ready to enter one of 


the queer compartments when a train 
of camels came along, twenty-seven 
mammoth cars of the desert, heavily 
laden, noiseless-footed, single file and 
coupled with ropes, indifferent to the 
strange concerns of iron and steam 
that threaten their extinction, and 
led by a donkey—the donkey the en- 
gine, they the cars, an Arab conduc- 
tor on foot. 
Weeks had no doubt 


been consumed in 
the 
journey to 


market, but time is of least conse- 
quence of all things to these people. 


Our engine crowed like a bantam 


and we rattled off around great hills 
ot rock and ruins, among huts of an- 
cient vintage, and I felt as though 
we were intruders in the bedroom of 
a people who were asleep and had 
been for ages 
Occasional well-kept 


olive orchards and vineyards indicat- 
ed that some of the 
natives were 


awake but scores of camel caravans 
drowsily plodding after a wee bit of 
a donkey, the whole outfit so ancient 
in aspect and so slow and lazy, veri- 
fied my suspicion of the prevalent in- 
ertia—an inertia that will continue 
until some evolution, revolution or 
institution, possibly Gabnel's horn, 
aiouses them to a change. 


One lone and 
lonesome Oliver 


chilled American plow lay in an un- 
finished furrow in a field and the 
things that I wondered and fancied 
could have happened in connection 
•\\ ith that plow would fill a book, and 
it had my sympathy. It held up its 
arms as if pleading to be taken back 
home and I imagine it will soon have 
a place with the martyrs 
The route 


of the road was along a fine feitile 
valley hernmrv! in by mountains. The 
soil has \\ondeiful 
possibilities 
in 


grain and fruit if the natives only 
knew enough to dig it out. 
Field 


larks sang and sailed m the soft half- 
tropical sky and ducks innumerable 
drew geometric figures in the- lakes. 


Ephesus is not a city, as I expect- 


ed, but a ruin and extensive wreck, 
with only a few mud houses and they 
of 
recent 
construction, grouped 


around the railway station. 
I ran 


away from these as quickly as I could 
and hurried to the site of the great 
attraction once one of the seven won- 
ders of the world. 
"Great is Diana 


of the Ephesians," cried the multi- 
tude when Paul tried to convince 
them of the existence of a greater 
God 
The 
silver-smith and idol- 


workmen won 
out 
and 
Paul was 


thrown 
into 
the 
prison 
yonder 


against the hill, a prison now empty 
and a solemn witness to the mistake 
of the exciled populace. And is this 
the temple of the gicat Diana? 
No 


doubt about it. 
I sit down moodily 


upon a slab of marble outcropping 
from the debris and look upon a lake 
of water that fills the excavations and 
note the remnants of an edifice that 
rivaled Solomon's temple; over there 
a marble column half submerged that 
has bomehow escaped the vandalisms 
of the museums; all around a con- 
fusion of capitals and entabletures, 
carvings and brick ana mortar undi- 
•voriccl through all the centuries. The" 
temple has been ravished by barbar- 
ian and savant and vandal until little j 
is left of it now. 
Its two hundred 


pillars that were as famed in story as 
the sculptured Apollos and Venuses 
were in art are now doing second- 
hand duty in the "losquos of Turkey 
and elsewhere, but the ground is lit- 
erally covered with marble debris of 
its ruined glory. 
The farm fences 


around Ephesus are built of marble 
taken from the ruins of this temple 
the only instance in the world where 
farmers too poor to buy th« neces- 
saries of life are yet able'-to enclose 
their fields in walls of marble. 


Ephesus flourished at the time of 


Christ and for three centuries later, 
and was one of the most populous, 
prosperous and cultured cities in the 
world, even rivaling Rome. 
It was 


connected with the sea by a canal, 
but when its commerce fell off, with 
the rise of Constantinople, and its 
decay came on apace, the canal filled 
up in the course of time and can 
scarcely be located today. 
But there 


are ample evidences of the old city's 
greatness and wealth in the numer- 
ous ruins on the hills and in the val- 
ley—ruins of all kinds of temples, 
markets and halls. Next to the tem- 
ple of Diana the theater was the most 
prominent public building and is to- 
day the best preserved. 
It was in 


this theater" that Paul spoke for two 
hours while the jeweler, Demetrius, 
and a mob tried to howl him down. 
I do not know but I am satisfied that 
it was in this place also that Paul 
had his trouble with the beasts. As 
I looked upon the vacant arena and 
the silent tiers of seats, the vision of 
the plucky little evangelist holding 
his own against a mob that must 
have resembled a modern political 
convention, and his unequal struggle 
with the beasts, came up before me 
vividly, with, what embellishments my 
imagination could add. 
I wish Paul 


had given us the details of his fight 
there—whether it was a lion or a 
tiger or other animal with, which he 
contended, how he was armed, and 
how or whether he managed to kill 
the beast, and of his escape. 


On a hill nearby a mediaeval mon- 


astery is a tumbled confusion of mor- 
tar and brick, all that is left of the 
church of which St. John is said to 
have been pastor during the last year 
of his life. 
Tradition says the apos- 


tle lived to nearly 100 years of age 
and was killed by being boiled alive 
by the cruel Ephesians. 
This same 


unreliable authority has it that Mary 
the mother of Jesus, died here; that 
she lived with. John from the time 
she was entrusted to .his caie by 
Jesus at the cross; that John looked 
after her faithfully and finally buried 
her at Ephesus. 
It is a pleasing tra- 


dition and not an unlikely one. The 
masonry of the old church was a 
marvel of compactness and durabil- 
ity. 
The bricks and mortar were 


each about an inch, in thickness and 
both about as hard as limestone. 
Wedded in the time of Caesar, they 
have clung together for better or for 
worse through the earthquakes and 
wars of the centuries and no man has 
been able to put them asunder. 


In the shadow of an aqueduct of 


Bjzantine origin, a tremendous work 
of stone that stands on a thousand 
legs across the landscape, mutely re- 
fusing to tell the secrets of the past 
which it knows so well, and stub- 
bornly resisting all efforts of time 
and decay to destioy it, we sat do-nn 
to dinner in a modest native inn The 
menu opened with a piece of weath- 
ei board from the side of a goat and 
so pungent was it that I could almost 
hear the bleat of the animal. 
The 


butter looked good, but spiead it and 
scatter it as much as you will, the 
scent of the nanny will cling to it 
still. 
The English peas were tempt- 


ing to the eye and my appetite al- 
most leaped out of my mouth to get 
at them but they were boiled in the 
same kitchen where the goat was 
sacrificed and my appetite went into 
hiding down under my liver and re- 
fused to come out again until a bowl 
of oranges came into view.

The beasts of Ephesus (Cor- 


inthians xv, 32) may have been goats 
and Paul's brief reference may have 
been a bit of gastronomic humor; a1 


any rate I shall not soon forget the 
day, at high noon, when I myself had 
a little tussle with the beasts ol 
Ephesus. 


And now for the Holy Land. 
A 


single night intervenes. 
The morn- 


ing spreads a panorama of hills be- 
} ond the bay of Haifa, and when it is 
sure the last one of us is awake and 
intent and eager on the deck, it 
throws a glamour of sunshine full 
and fair and pulsating 
upon the 


splendid prospect. 
"We are at ancho- 


in the limits of deep water and the 
white gulls in fluttering hundreds 
give us first welcome to the main ob- 
jective point of our long journey. 
It 


is baksheesh they want and they get 
it from the kitchen sewers of the 
ship. 
Historic Mount Carmel swells 


up rotund and majestic from the sea 
and dominates the entire view. 
A 


narrow stretch of sand, white and 
palm shaded, gives barely enough 
space for a cara-van road, and the 
train of moping camels yonder is just 
what we expected to see and there is 
nothing in the scene that is disap- 
pointing. 


A picturesque town is huddled 


compactly in the narrow space be- 
tween the mountain and water. 
The 


harbor is pretty enough and secure 
enough. 
The Arabic, which draws 


thirty feet of water, can get no closer 
than two miles of the pier. There are 
no steam tenders to assist in landing 
and I am glad of it, for steam 
would seem out of place in the Old 
Testament land. 
But while we have 


been contemplating the scene, little 
rowboats nave been speeding toward 
us, driven before the brown muscles 
of athletes, and in these we are con- 
voyed, ten m a toat, to the landing at 
the town of Haifa. 'On this unique 
and antique transfer we hear, for the 
first time, the universal shibboleth of 
Palestine and Syria "baksheesh." A 
boatman leaves his oar in the socket 
and holds us up in mid-sea, with his 
tez inverted in his hand and. a plea 
for pennies, crushing the skirts of the 
women under his bare, brown feet 
and balancing himself affectionately 
on their shoulders, to their chagrin. 


Mount Carmel is one of the inter- 


esting spots of the Holy Land for it 
was here that the most thrilling epi- 
sode in the career of the prophet Eli- 
jah occurred. To punish King Ahab 
for his infidelity and Queen Jezebel for 
her wickedness, he prevailed upon the 
Lord to cut off the rain supply and a 
protracted drouth followed. 
In the 


meantime Elijah discreetly disappear- 
ed and was not at home to the king's 
soldiers and detectives who sought 
his life. 
After the land had been 


blistered by brassy skies for three 
and a half years, the prophet showed 
himself to a scout of the king who 
was out in search of water for the 
famishing beasts and send word to 
the king that he was now "at'home." 
Then followed the noted interview, 
in which tho prophet frankly told the 
king that the priests of Baal, whom 
he had, been cajoling and patronizing, 
wore frauds and that he proposed to 
prove it by a test of fire. Ahab thor- 
oughly frightened, agreed. 


The Carmelite monks have erected 


a hospice upon a high point of the 
mountain where they claim the con- 
test took place, but better authority 
fixes the location 200 feet below, 


where the surroundings answer all 
the requirements of the Bible narra- 
tive. Near this latter place is a per- 
ennial spring which must have been 
used for obtaining the water with 
which the altars were drenched, for 
after a three years' drouth every 
stream was surely dry and there was 
no water except in the liveliest of 
springs. The ground is almost level 
and afforded a convenient place fo'r 
the arrangements and for the accom- 
odation 
of 
spectators, 
of 
whom 


there must have been a great number. 
In the very midst of the natural am- 
phitheater there are two flat mounds 
of rock, now nearly covered with soil. 
Examination has developed around 
these little elevations distinct traces 
of artificially cut trenches in which 
the water ran that was licked up by 
the fire in answer to the prophet's 
prayer. 


The blue disk of the Mediterranean 


can be seen from a point higher and 
close by and it seems that nothing is 
lacking in the physical evidences to 
confirm the story of the Bible. I 
stood upon the spot where this great 
exhibition is said to have "occurred 
and, with the aid of the exact physic-, 
al surroundings, drew a mental pic- 
ture of the 850 priests and prophets 
of Baal in their futile appeals; of the 
king's retinue occupying the space 
close around; of the great throng of 
drouth sufferers upon the hills and in 
the forks of the trees and upon every 
rock; of Elijah and the successful is- 
sue of his scheme; and of the tragic 
sequel. 
A mound is pointed out on 


the bank of the brook Kishon, which 
flows along the plain, where the bod- 
ies of the priests are said to have 
been buried. 


In Bible times, as now, Carmel was 


the habitation of hermits and the 
asylum of fugitives from justice, for 
it is full of caves along its entire 
range of twenty miles. Amos IX, 3, 
says: 
"Though they hide themselves 


in the top of Carmel, I will search 
them out." 
On the top of a promon- 


tory of the mountain directly above 
the city of Haifa stands a Carmelite 
monastery over a cave which the 
priests claim was the home of Elijah. 
They further claim that Elijah was 
the founder of their order and, while 
we cannot stretch our credulity quite 
that far, we do know that hermits 
have lived in the cave from time im- 
memorial. 
Near this place there is 


an interesting cave excavated in solid 
rock and squared in the form of a 
chamber 
where, 
tradition alleges, 


Elijah, conducted a school for young 
men, as mentioned in the Old Testa- 
ment chronicles. 
It is certain that 


the place was used for such purpose 
by some prophet or hermit, for it has" 
sleeping places which might have 
been used by the pupils and grooves 
where curtains separated them from 
the main room and there are a num- 
ber of benches cut out of the rook. 


A railroad has recently been com- 


pleted from Haifa to Damascus. 
We 


are almost sorry, for it seems as 
much a desecration as it is an innova- 
tion, and it would have been more ro- 
mantic and more in keeping with our 
ideas of oriental life and travel to 
have made the journey on the backs 
of camels. 
It was therefore with a 


degree of disappointment that we 
saw an engine come puffing around 
the corner with a train of cars for 
our conveyance to Damascus, 176 
miles north. The road was built by 
the Turkish, government 
and our 


party was the first to ride in a special 
over it. 
It is just noon when we 


start upon the interesting journey.

BEDFORD IN YE OLDEN TINE 


Complete Text of Two Lectures 


Delivered by 


DR. CHARLES N. HICKOK 


n ,the Court House at Bedford, February 23 and 


March 19, 1886, and Printed in Full 


in the Bedford Gazette, - 


(Continued from last week.) 


h 


The first Methodist house of worship was built in 1826, 


though services' of that denomination had been held in the 
old court house, and in private houses, some years earlier. 
I am informed that one of the first bishops—Emory—visited 
Bedford to look after his people, and that mission work \va,s 
begun here long before the membership were warranted in 
building. 


The first church was removed some fifteen or more 


-years ago to give place to the present commodious edifice 
made necessary by the growth of their congregation. One 
of their early itinerant pastors at one time did missionary 
labor in all the counties of Southern Pennsylvania from the 
Allegheny Mountain to the Susquehanna. 
That was the 


pious, sturdy Jacob Gruber, whose quaint wit and fearless- 
ness have given his name a celebrity second only to that of 
Peter Cartright. He was plain spoken, even to a bluntness 
that would be offensive to the delicate ears of today. 
His 


sarcasm was withering and in his work it was often needed, 
but he could be as gentle as the beloved disciple when gentle- 
ness was required. 
His strong German accent gave point 


to his droll sayings, that have gone the rounds of the public 
press for at least ninety years. I'll mention one. Perhaps 
sixty years ago he was stationed in a neighborhood where 
the preponderance of the population were Baptists. 
His 


year was marked by a revival in which he had reason to ex- 
pect nearly two hundred accessions to the "society," as he 
in common with early-day Methodists, termed it, but as fast 
as he would make converts, the Baptists would get hold of 
them and persuade them that they must go under the water 
to be saved, and as a result, made their spiritual home in the 
Baptist "meeting house." The poor old man tried in vain 
to turn the tide, but the current of water was too strong, 
and he saw his labors, so far as to the building up of his 
beloved Methodism, lost. When he went to the next con- 
ference the report of his great revival had preceded him, and 
the proposition was made to send him back for another year, 
but he flatly refused to go. When urged for a reason, for a 
decision so singular under the circumstances he replied: 
"It fur no use my going tare; tern vatter-tippers makes 
all my shickens tucks," and he wouldn't go. 


I have, through motives of courtesy to Christians of 


other names, left mention of my own spiritual home till the 
last. 


Although Episcopal services were held here occasion- 


ally in early years, sometimes by the chaplains of the British 
army when tarrying here, and since by priests and bishops 
chancing to visit the Springs, there was not—although sev- 
eral attempts to that end were made, especially about sixty- 
five years ago by him who was afterward Bishop Hopkins 
of Vermont, and in 1852 or '53 and again in 1857 or '58, 
by Bishop Bowman of Pennsylvania—until 1860, any per- 
manent organization consummated. Many of the early set- 
tlers and their descendants, who were church people, be- 
cause of the unoccupied ground by our own had become 
identified with other religious bodies. A charter was granted 
by the court in 1860. After worshipping in the court house 
for several years the congregation of St. James church got 
into their own home, not many in numbers, but a united and 
happy band. The corner-stone of our house of worship was 
laid in 1866 by Bishop Lee of Delaware, during the absence 
of our own bishop—Stevens—in Europe, and the church 
was finally consecrated by Bishop Howe, the diocese, from 
increasing growth, having meanwhile been divided. The 
first visit of a bishop here, as far as we know, was between 
i8io-'25 by the second American bishop, the venerable 
White, he who was chaplain to Congress when the Declara- 
tion of Independence was signed and the pastor and friend of 
President Washington. 


I have told you of the eccentric ministers of other 


churches. It will not be fair to leave you under the impres- 
sion that ours has none. 


The incident I relate occurred here twenty years ago. 


St. James was temporarily without a rector, and a supply 
was sent by the bishop to care for the parish during the 
summer. He was a Scotchman arid had been a Presbyterian 
minister wett learned in sacred lore, but somewhat given to 
pedantry. The church services were held in this court room, 
as also was the Sunday school. I was superintending the. 
school one afternoon when the minister came in and I re- 
quested him to talk to the school and, to give him a better 
opportunity, closed the lessons a quarter of an hour earlier 
than usual. The children, with a few exceptions, were from 
six to ten years of age. He began—"My young friends I 
am verra glad to see ye. I want to have a conversation with 
ye, and I will proceed without circumlocution. I want to 
discoorse to ye concerning the bible and what it teaches and 
will speak so ye can comprehend me. I will remark first that 
the bible is didactic in its character" and so he went on, and 
as he progressed the eyes and mouths of the little flock 
opened wide and still wider. Finally he ceased expounding, 
and went to interrogating. 
The last question he asked was, 


"Can any of ye answer me this question—what is sin?" 
Several very properly said "sin is doing wrong," or "sin is 
talking wrong," etc. "That's verra true but it's nae the an- 
swer I want. Noo speak oot, if any of ye know any ither." 
A bright little chap who had come up in tire Presbyterian 
Sunday^ school, replied in the language of the Shorter Cate- 
chism, "Sin is any want of conformity unto or transgression 
of the law of God." 
"A gude answer, my lad/' replied the 


Rev., "a verra gude answer; ye got it oot of that glorious 
compendium of faith, the Westminster Confession. 
Noo 


can any child gie me anither answer?"- A little Episco- 
palian replied in the words of the General Confession, "Sin 
is leaving undone the things we ought to have done and 
doing the things we ought not to have done." "Weel done, 
my lad, that was from the prayer book. I'm glad ye remem- 
ber it sae well; they are baith gude answers; but I can tell 


ye a better still. I have gi'en it much thought and I would 
ask yet to fix it on your memories. 
It is comprehensive, 


concise and till the pint. 
Noo listen till me, so that ye 


dinna forget it. Sin is an abnormal condition of the moral 
intellectualism." 
The church lambs took the theological 


technicalities of the subject all in. I saw their mouths wide 
open in the effort. 
As to the teachers their feelings over- 


came them. His reverence closed the school; 1 was unequal 
to the occasion. 
Now if any one here has been under the 


impression that the Episcopal clergy are lacking in pro- 
fundity I have given you proof to the contrary; unless, per- 
chance, our Presbyterian brethren may claim the intellectual 
training of our specimen. 


I promised you an old-time coach-day narrative. One 


night in 1845, a stage coach, coming west, was upset, full 
of passengers, on the turnpike in Mt. Dallas gap. Several ' 
of the passengers were hurt, but only one severely; that one 
was Bishop Chase of the Episcopal diocese of Illinois. He 
was then an old man and of enormous size, weighing nearly 
four hundred, and the crushing injured him seriously. He 
was carried to Judge Hartley's residence, then at the Mt. 
Dallas farm, and kindly nursed for four months, when he 
..was taken to Pittsburg by easy stages, in a carriage sent by 
the Episcopalians of Pittsburg. A few clays after ne passed 
I had occasion to go to Somerset by way of Stoyestown. I 
got into the coach at the Washington Hotel and, amongst 
other through passengers, was Justice Grier, of the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania. In the course of the day conversa- 
tion turned on Bishop Chase and the accident that had be- 
fallen him, when Judge Grier told this story. 
Said the 


Judge, "I was once going to New Orleans by steamboat, 
and Bishop Chase was one of my fellow passengers. 
At 


one of the wooding stations on the Mississippi I noticed, 
standing on a store platform, a man clad in black broadcloth, 
with a white beaver, high-crowned hat with a broad black 
band on it; the insignia, in those days, of the professional 
gambler; in fact I recognized this man as one of the most 
notorious gamblers on the river. While the boat hands were 
wooding and loading local freight, to my great surprise the 
Bishop walked off the plank and going to the gambler shook 
hands with him and greeted him in the most cordial manner, 
and remained in conversation with him until the signal was 
made for starting. After a while I said, 'Bishop, knowing 
your holy office and yourself personally as I do, any act of 
yours is presumptively right in my eyes, but I plead guilty 
to a great curiosity to know how you, an acknowledged man 
of God and a prelate in your church (Judge Grier was a 
Presbyterian) could meet so cordially a man that everybody 
knows to be a professional gambler.' 'I'll tell you Judge,' 
said the Bishop, 'and when I have done you will, I know, 
endorse my act. Two years ago I was going down the river 
as we are now. This gambler and several others of the craft 
were on board. There was also a passenger, a young man 
of twenty or twenty-one years of age, a bright, prepossessing 
young fellow that made friends amongst the passengers as 
the days wore on. One evening my gambler friend, and the 
other professionals, ^ere in the saloon playing cards, for 
stakes of course. Amongst others watching them was our 
young fellow passenger, who, it afterward developed, had 
some seven or eight thousand dollars, his own patrimony, 
and what his widowed mother could spare, that he was seek- 
ing an investment for it in the southwest. As the gaming 
went on, the young man, as he saw the stakes swept in, 
seemed anxious to play and was repeatedly invited to do so 
by all the professionals excepting my friend, who invariably 
objected to taking him into the game. This ga\ e offence to 
the young man, but finally, when he took his seat at the 
table, my gambler, as I may call him, left the table m evident 
annoyance. We all watched the course of the game, some of 
us even remonstrating with the boy at our personal risk. 
The result Avas, that soon he left the table the picture of 
despair, his roll of money all gone, and rushed to his state- 
room. 
Fearing he would do himself violence, I followed 


him, and a moment after my gambler followed me. We ob- 
tained a statement of the boy's history and circumstances. 
The gambler said: "You were offended because I didn't 
want you to play. Did you think I was afraid of you ? I 
gamble I am sorry to say, but I never try to wrong the 
verdant. When I fleece a man it is a professional player. 
Have you any money left?" 
The boy had a few dollars 


loose in his pocket that he had o\erlooked. "Give it to me," 
said the gambler, and taking it, lie went to the table and re- 
sumed his playing first saying, "You stay \\ith this Chris- 
tian man, and listen to his counsel and keep heart." 
"I 


talked and prayed \\ith the boy, fearing to leave him," said 
the Bishop, and in about two hours the gambler came back 
and said, "How much money nad you, young man?" The 
boy named the amount. 
"Now then get down on your 


knees before this man of God, and swear that you'll never 
again play for the amount of even a penny, and here is your 
money." The boy made the pledge on his knees, calling God 
to witness his sincerity; when his friend handed him the 
money, and producing another roll, said, "With what you 
gave me, I won your pile back and have besides several 
thousand dollars for myself. I have cleaned those scoun- 
drels out. My boy, I always fish for sharks, never for 
minnows." 


" 'I have heard/ continued the Bishop, 'fiom the young 


man repeatedly, and he is doing well, not only with his 
money, but he has by faith placed himself under the guidance 
and protection of the "Lord of all power and might \\ ithout 
whom nothing is strong, nothing is holy." Judge, do you 
blame me that I cordially greeted that man, and that I pray 
that God may yet vouchsafe to him deliverance?' " 


I have but one more story of local interest, to try your 


patience with, my friends, and I will speedily close. It was 
related to me by President Buchanan. One morning, as was 
his wont, he came into town from the Springs, after break- 
fast, to chat with his friends, and I met him near the old 
graveyard, as he was walking back, and accompanied him as 
far as Walnut Hill. In couse of conversation he spoke of 
the changes that had taken place since his first visit, to the 
Springs. Said he, "On my third visit, in 1819, for I was 
.here first in 1816, I drove from Lancaster in a gig—I was 
a young man then. The turnpike was then in progress of 
making, but in some places was not yet passable. I stopped 
over night at the old Reamer stand, at the foot of Sidling 
Hill, and, as I was starting up the mountain, I asked whether 
I had better keep the old road up the hill or try the new one. 
I was told that I might possibly get up by the turnpike, as it 
was nearly finished, so I concluded to try it. When I had 
gone up two or three miles, or more perhaps, I found a few 
hundred yards of the way that was impassable to wheels. 
There were stumps and rocks not yet removed. I talked 
awhile with the laborers of whom there were several, and 
was about turning my horse's head, to retrace my way, to 
where I could take the old road again when a young Irish- 
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man, whose apparent intelligence I had observed, kindly pro- 
posed that if I could walk over the rough intervening dis- 
tance, to \\here the road was again passable, they coukf man- 
age to get my horse and gig over. I gratefully accepted the 
offer. Accordingly they unhitched my horse and while one 
of them carefully led him, four others carried my gig, and 
when again on the finished road, they put me on my waj 
grateful and rejoicing, for they saved" me not less than six- 
miles traxel. Now," continued Mr. Buchanan, "who do you 
suppose that bright, kindly young Irishman was?" I said I 
couldn't imagine. 
"It was," he replied, "he who is Arch- 


bishop Hughes of New York, one of nature's noblemen."

His evidence on the stand, his ad- 


missions, conditioned and uncondi- 
tioned, clearly prove him to have 
been guilty of stupidity and of neg- 
lect of duty as an official and fur- 
ther information, if it can be gotten 
from his associates, may implicate 
him much more seriously. 


His political end has come. 
He 


may not be called upon to do time 
lor criminality as a state official but 
he will be remembered by the peo- 
ple of the state in a way that honest 
men will not envy. Let the sage of 
Schwenkville, the man of relics, fol- 
low his phantoms to the end ol his 
days, but from further service to the 
state from him and his class may 
Pennsylvania be delivered!

Meek's "Democratic Watchman" of 
Bellfonte opens up a vast and fertile 
field for mental speculation in an 
editorial which might be appropriate- 
ly entitled "The Restoration of the 
Machine." It refers to the return to 
political activity of that element in 
the life of "corrupt and contented" 
Philadelphia which for years had 
been looting the public in every con- 
ceivable way. It recalls the scamper 
of the banditti when, two years ago, 
an attempt to steal the municipal gas 
works stirred popular indignation

circumference." 
Harry Ransley, H. J. Trainer, I. W. 
Durham, J. P. McNichol, J. H. Klem- 
mer, James L. Miles, Dave Lane and 
other notorious boodlers and pirates 
resigned from the City Committee 
under the pretense of withdrawing 
from party management in the in- 
terest of political morality.

It is really the only ap- 
propriation other than those for the 
actually state institutions that has 
the sanction of the fundamental law. 
Section 18 of article 3 of the consti- 
tution declares that "no appropria- 
tion, except for pensions or gratuities 
for military services, shall be made 
for charitable, educational or benevo- 
lent purposes, to any person or com- 
munity, nor to any denominational 
or sectarian institution, corporation 
or association." 
If that provision of 
the constitution had been obeyed 
there would have been plenty of 
money for the soldiers' pensions.

Capt. I. K. Little Writes of His Visit 


to Foreign Lands. 


Masina, Sicily, May 30, 1907. 
My dear Mr. Van Ormer: 


After a trip of over four thousand 
miles by sea and about one-fourth of 
that distance by land, occupying a 
little over one month, I will tell you 
of a few things which we have seen. 
We sailed from New York on the 2nd 
day of May at noon on the good ship 
Penonia of the Cunard line. 
The 
evening of the 13th we landed at 
Gibraltar and lay there until noon 
the next day. While there we visited 
the town and were permitted, under 
escort, to go through a part of the 
underground (or rock) fortifications; 
also through the city with its bare- 
limbed Moors vending their wares. 
The inhabitants of Gibraltar number 
20,000 and a garrison of 6,000. It is 
indeed a peculiar place, but contains 
a magnificent harbor. 


We arrived at Naples on the 16th, 
the evening of Thursday; spent Fri- 
day and Saturday in Naples, visited 
the ruins of Pompeii, and at 3 p. m. 
left by rail for Rome. 
We spent a 
week in Rome, attended the World's 
Sunday School Convention May 22 
and 23, and left on Friday for Naples 
where we spent five days in visiting 
the places of interest in and around 
the city—Vesuvius, Sorrento, Capri 
and the blue grotto. 
I will not at- 
tempt to describe any of these places 
as each one would require many 
pages. On Wednesday, the 29th, at 
4 p. m. we set sail for Alexandria on 
the Orione steamship of the Italian 
line. We reached this point on the 
morning of May 30, Memorial Day, 
and were taken on shore l>y small 
sail boats. While it was not Decora- 
tion Day here in Sicily it was a me- 
morial day. 
Here they celebrate 


Corpus Dome day; large processions 
were on the streets, all dressed in 
very quaint regalia, and wore white 
masks. At this place the ship took 
on oranges—from nine to five o'clock 
thousands upon thousands of boxes, 
enough to have filled the street of 
one of your squares for the whole 
length of a block at least eight feet 
deep. 


We sailed from here at 5 p. m., 
nine hundred and eleven miles to 
Alexandria. 
There are five Ameri- 
cans on the ship—one from Portland, 
Ore., one from Nebraska, Mr. J. W. 
Weaver, Emma and myself. We did 
not neglect to celebrate Memorial 
Day; we had an American flag which 
we put up and unfurled over our 
table in the dining room, and which 
the electric fan is now causing to 
float bravely 
over 
Italians 
and 
Frenchmen as well as over us. Our 
meals as as follows: 
Coffee at 7, 
breakfast at 10, tea at 3, and din- 
ner at 6:30. Cooking is good and 
variety abundant. A very large bot- 
tle of wine is placed between each 
two plates at breakfast and dinner. 
Our voj'age thus far has been de- 
lightful, none of our party have been 
seasick at all. We are now out on 
the ocean, expect to land at Alexan- 
dria on Sunday at noon, June 2. I 
will finish this letter when we land. 


Sunday, June 2.—We arrived in 


Egypt at noon today. Alexandria is 
quite a modern city. 
There is no 


Sunday here, everybody at work. 
The sun shines straight down here. 
I may write you again from Pales- 
tine or Syria.

Ohio Commissioner Pronounces it a 


.Wonderful Fair. 


Norfolk, Va.-1—Executive Commis- 


sioner Bolin of the Ohio commission 
to the Jamestown Exposition, has 
made an interesting report to the 
members of the commission regard- 
ing affairs at the exposition.

Bolin has been on the grounds for 
the past two months in daily touch 
with everythink going on. 


Mr. Bolin says: 
"The newspaper 


reports which are being published in 
the north and west seem to me to be 
very unjust, and I know in a great 
many instances the long bow has 
been drawn pretty freely. 
The out- 


side work of the exposition building 
is now, I believe, complete in every 
detail that is required to make the 
proper showing. 
All buildings have 


been completed and the park about 
the plaza as well. The greatest delay 
is on the government pier and this 
probably gives a more incomplete ef- 
fect to the exposition than anything 
else because the company's 
office, 


tool sheds and other temporary struc- 
tures are still needed. Work on the 
pier has reached a stage now where 
every stroke shows. 
The pylons on 


the land end of each arm of the pier 
are completed, and with all the staff 
decorated make a very beautiful fin- 
ish. 
The balustrades and lines are 


strung along one arm of the pier and 
the towers are being erected on the 
sea end of the pier. 
The pier, when 


completed, will be the greatest fea- 
ture of this or any other exposition, I 
believe, and should be fully accom- 
plished in all its details by the first 
of July.

For Choice Blossoms 


If very choice blossoms are desired, 


remove all but the terminal bud on 
each rose shoot. This system, known 
as disbudding, is necessarily prac- 
ticed by all commercial establish- 
ments in order to obtain the required 
length of stem. 
By leaving all the 


buds one may obtain a larger number 
of much smaller blooms and lengthen 
the durations of the flowering season 
somewhat.

three times, then wash out in soap- 
suds. Ten cents' worth of oxalic acid 
dissolved in a pint of hot water will 
remove paint spots from the win- 
downs. 
Pour a little in a cup and 


apply to the spots with a swab, but 
be sure not to allow the acid to touch 
the hands. 
Brasses may be quickly 


cleaned with it.

THE HOLY LAND 


(Continued from second page.) 


We run alongside Carmel for a few 
miles and then cross the Kishon and 
debouch upon a plain that holds in 
its ancient lap the fatness of a thous 
and hills. Flowers of every hue and 
kind are ths beautiful emblems o 
us latent possibilities. A few whea 
fields lie like velvet robes upon its 
bosom and several hamlets of squalic 
huts of mud shelter the natives who 
tickle the soil to extract enough of its 
richness to live upon. It is the plain 
of Esdraelon, the battleground of the 
Old Testament times. 
Mount Tabor 


is visible in the distance; so are Her 
mon and the Horns of Hattin. 


As we speed along, the insignifl 


cant villages of Nain and Shunem 
each embalmed in sacred history bj 
the act of a woman, come into view 
and we are kept busy by the guide 
noting the famed places which he 
points out to us from the rear of the 
train. 
In quick succession we pass 


Jezreel, at the base of Mount Gilboa 
the battleground where Barak ant 
Sisera fought (Judges iv); another 
where Josiah was slain (II Kings 
xxii, 29); where Saul was defeated 
by the Philistines (I Samuel xxi, 1), 
where Gideon defeated the Midianites 
(Judges vii); the Well of Herod 
where Gideon tested his men by the 
manner in which they drank water; 
the spot where David and Jonathan 
enacted their romance of love anc 
daring and where Saul met an igno- 
minious death. The valley is so nar- 
row along the sites of these historic 
events that we run right over the 
spots in many instances and in any 
case are unable to inspect them 
thoughtfully. 


Jehu made his famous drive along 


the present right-of-way of the rail- 
road, and Naboth's vineyard, no les: 
noted, stood on a spot which, is in 
easy eyeshot. We traverse the route 
taken by the Shunemite woman when 
she went after Elisha to Mount Car- 
mel on a mission very important to 
her and pass in view of the ground 
where Napoleon with 1,500 French 
crushed an army of 25,000 Turks in 
1799. The soil of the valleys of Es- 
draelon and Jezreel which we tra- 
verse is rich, red, waxy and fertile in 
the extreme. 
A surprising feature 


of the landscape is the absence of in- 
dividual homes. 
There are 
farms, 


even more than we expected to see, 
but not a house upon any of them. 
The natives live in villages of mud 
huts where they can co-operate for 
protection against thieves and cut- 
throats of their own race; the huts 
are miserable masses of mud no big- 
ger than a goods box. Mind you, 
they are of mud, not mortar, and are 
covered 
frequently 
with 
a 
thick 


growth of weeds and grass; nothing 
more queer can be imagined! 
The 


natives are filthy in the superlative 
degree, almost naked and often quite 
o. 
More numerous than the mud 


villages are the tent towns of the 
Arabs, and as these are striking fea- 
tures of the ride all the way to Da- 
mascus they will be described in the 
next communication.
